On account of the uniform prosperity of our schools 
during the past year, the Board do not deem it necessary 
to make special mention of each school separately. We 
think the general progress made will compare favorably 
with that of last year. The teachers have manifested a 
lively interest in their work, and have labored faithfully 
and, in most cases, successfully, to incite a corresponding 
interest on the part of the scholars. We think that the 
best order has been maintained and consequently the 
greatest improvement made, in those schools where the 
teachers, with cheerful patience, have frst sought to get 
the searts of their scholars. When the scholar becomes 
convinced that the teacher has none other than kind 
and friendly feelings toward him, he is ready and willing 
to render cheerful obedience. 

There may perhaps be rare cases where the above 
rule will not apply, but those exceptions will only be 
found among those who have not been properly trained 
at home, and the parents should bear the blame. If the 
scholar has no heart for the teacher to secure, he might 
as well stay at home until he gets one. On account of 


the unusual amount of sickness in town the past Winter, 
the usual school attendance has been considerably re- 
duced, and it has been thought best to omit the Roll of 
Honor. :
